Tho question of profit in celery grow- 


ing is a disputed ono, arid, like straw- 
berry fr.rming, there arc stoi-ies current 
of farmers making $800 per acre, •while 
others claim that if they make $50 per 
aero they are doing well. At Greentown, 
0., whore tho largest celory farm under 
the control of one man is located, the 
prollta live said to average between §200 
and $'100 per aero. There are nearly 100 
acres planted with celery on that farm, 
and if. thoso figures are correct the own- 
er has every reason to believe that farm- 
ing does pay. 
Like'tho Kalamazoo cel- 


ery lands, tho soil at Greeutown, O., i» 
exceedingly rich and well adapted to 
the culture of the celery plant. Bnt 
even so, cheap labor must be employed 
to make the farm pay anything like 
|800 or $400 per acre. Here in Kalama- 
zoo the growers believe that $100 and 
$200 per acre is a good profit, and a 
nan with ten acres of soil need hot 
suffer greatly with such an income. Six 
rears ago the same laud could have 
nade profits of $400 per acre, but then 
;he growers were receiving just twice 
as much for their celery as they, are to- 
day.—Kalamazoo Cor. New York Post

William • J. Bryan, who though de- 


feated for the Presidency, stands high 
In the estimation of the people, in- 
cluding those who opposed him, has an 
article in the North American Review 
for December in which he discusses 
the result of the election as affecting 
the status of the silver question, which 
be describes as the greatest issue over 
submitted to the American people in 
time of peace.

PBESIDKNT CL^VJEtANO'S MESSAGE. 


The news comes from Washington 


that President Cleveland has been de- 
voting a great deal of time to his mes 
«tage, which he is ambitious to make 
one of the ablest public documents he 
Las written -during his two terms. 
Foreign affairs, notably what relates to 
Cuba and Turkey, ase expected to re- 
ceive much attention, and doubtless he 
will claim credit for too amicable set- 
tlement of the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute. It ia believed that he will 
recommend a duty on tea and coffee 
and an increase of the tax on beer as 
means of increasing the revenue of the 
government. Secretary Carlisle, whoso 
favorite beverage is said to be old 
bourbon, desires to discourage the use 
Of beer by imposing a heavy tax on its 
production, and it is believed the Pres- 
ident is in sympathy with him. He 
will emphasize his former recommen- 
dations in advocacy of the single gold 
standard as the foundation of the mon- 
etary system of the United States. He 
desires to see greenbacks and treasury 
notes retired and the issuance of paper 
money placed entirely in the hands of 
private corporations. The expansion 
of the navy and the construction of 
coast defenses will be recommended 
upon the lines laid down in the reports 
of the Secretary of War and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 


The recommendations of President 


Cleveland will have little weight in de- 
termining the action of Congress. He

Its home is where the termites, 
or white ants, are found, for tho animal 
feeds on these destructive creatures and 
possesses claws'which are designed to 
break down their strongholds. Tho 
claws are also necessary for burrowing 
in tho ground, for the pangolin exca- 
vates n'cavo for bimsolf mid hi.; niato 
eight feet or 
BO below Uio. surface of 


the earth, and in this strango homo one 
or two young are produced eveiy year. 
The pangolin at present at tho zoo IB 
fed upon ants and their eggs, nud also 
nxhibitB a partiality for cocki-oaohos 
scalded in milk. The scales with which 
its body is covered ;>ro hard and sharp 
as steel, and it can give a terribly cut- 
ting blow with its powerful tail. It can 
roll its body up into a ball liko a hedge- 
hog when it so wills.—Public Opinion.
